Many who used to rent, now own prop-1 
erty and houses. -Those who cried that j 
the loss of revenue derived from whis¬ 
ky would drive the town to financial 
loss and ruin are no longer of that I 
opinion, but on the contrary are our I 
j strongest local option advocates. There I 
j are so few who want the stuff it is im¬ 
possible for them to get enough signers J 
on a petition necessary for, going be¬ 
fore the CouK. Prior to the going out 
of whisky there was but one bank in 
the town. To-day there are three, and 
more prosperous institutions are not to 
be found.in any community of the size. 
Some who. never had a nickel to spare 
now have comfortable bank accounts. 
Since this got to be a dry town it is 
fast becoming an educational center. 
Not till whisky was ousted were any 
preparations fhade to build or increase 
our school beyond the public system, i 
One splqpdid institution has been in 
operation for some time and another is i 
in course of construction, which, when 
completed will increase the student 
body. The argument is advanced that 
"when saloons go out, blind tigers J 
come in." That defiends upon thiB con¬ 
dition, "whether or not there are any 
people in the community who want the 
laws enfotced." If so the blind tiger 
will be of Bhort duration. Nothing of 
the sort exists in Campbellsville. lie- 
cause when the tigers appeared the law 
abiding citizens vyent after them with 
a determination-.that resulted .in the 
absolute overthrow' of the tiger. All, 
those interested in the whisky traffic, ] 
with but few exceptions, have engaged 
in other business. Parties defying the , 
law and selling regardless of the peo¬ 
ples' will were prosecuted to the bitter i 
end, and those not driven away were 1 
made bankrupet. Such was the mode 
pursued and for a long time not even 1 
the boldest have dared engage in the i 
tiger trade. From a moral stardpuint J 
the advautages^v a dry over a wet 
town, or com infinity, can not be over 
estimated. ’I hat class who would not 
be reconciled ifir were determined to 
.traffic in whisky regardless of circum¬ 
stances soon left. Thus the community 
was rid of an element that had no re¬ 
gard for the law or society.

This material difference is 
not the result of an increase in pop¬ 
ulation, but grows out of the fact that 
the men are solier and the grocery bills 
are paid first, whereas it used to be 
thaC the [iquor bill came first, and the 
grocery man had to wait.

When I came to Campbellsville sixteen 
years ago we had open saloons, badly 
! kept streets, practically no sidewalks 
and on Saturdays and public days much 
drunkenness and disorder, making it 
unsafe for women and children to be on 
the streets on those days. 

We voted 'the saloon out bv a small 
majority and twice since have we voted 
on the same question with the majority 
against whisky larger each time until 
now nearly all the former strong sa¬ 
loon men have become as strong anti- 
aaloon. , 

Campbellsville now has good streets 
i v 'ith miles of good brick and concrete 
sidewalks. The town has had a steady 
growth each successive year, more and 
better buildings being erected; the 
streets are well lighted hy electricity; 
one good high school has been estab¬ 
lished and. is prospering and another 
larger institution of learning js now in 
course of erection. But the greatest 
benefits hav& come to the women and 
chi'd-en of the laboring men who now 
havq better clothing and are better fed 
because the money does not go into the 
coffers of the saloon keeper.

There ia no longer any discussion of 
the ; whisky question here. Its sup¬ 
porters being such a hopeless minority 
it is seldom raised. That local option 
has come to stay in Campbellsville and 
Taylor county is attested by everv one, 
whether resident or visitor. When the 
first whisky election was held here 
Campbellsville was a village compared 
to its present proportions. Did not far 
exceed fifty per cent, of its present 
property value. Main street, the prin¬ 
ciple business avenue, was built up of 
a lot of old dilapidated frame struc¬ 
tures hardly suitable fbr occupation. 

The streets were out of repair; in fact 
no three highways in the entire town 
had been properly graded. Crossings 
were unknown and s,dewalks and pub¬ 
lic improvement were£n idle dream. j 
Now our town, to say nothing of its 
moral improvements, is one of the very 
best business centers of the entire 
State. Its every street having long 
ago beea put in tne beet state of re¬ 
pair and always kept in that condition. 
Moreover every stiect wide enough to 
permit of having sidewalks, has been 
paved to its extreme limits. The busi¬ 
ness houses and u-»idences compare 
favorably with those of any neighbor¬ 
ing town. To our people local option is 
no longer experiment.

*HE IXDEPESUEST TOWS. 

Make Each Rural Center Dependent 
Upon Itself and Its Own Resources. 

There has lately developed a strong 
sentiment looking to the Improvement 
of the home town—making each 
community, as much as possible, 
dependent upon itself and its own 
resources and those of its sur¬ 
rounding country, and Independ¬ 
ent of the great centres which are 
constantly striving to secure a portion 
of the local wealth. This local self- 
sufficiency may lie fostered by an In¬ 
dividual and co-operative determi¬ 
nation to bring the town up to its 
highest possible plane of comfort, gen¬ 
eral usefulness and beanty to its resi¬ 
dents. This may Ik* described as a 
movement for iMvic improvement. 

The accumulation of considerable 
wealth In many American villages and 
towns, during the last ten or twenty 
years, the development of popular 
education and the Increase of leisure, 
has given nn opportunity for the per¬ 
formance of public duties, such as 
bad not seemed to exist to the young 
man or woman of the former gener¬ 
ation. who. in the effort to secure a 
livelihood and establish a home bail 
given little thought to the duties of 
citizenship and social responsibilities. 

It la only within a comparatively 
few years that, “nature study” has 
entered into any of the public-school 
work, or even manual training, while 
there are many who yet think that 
such Institutions ns gymnasiums 
baths, playgrounds, and even vacation 
schools and free lectures are unneces¬ 
sary time-consumers for the young. 

Nevertheless the general movement 
for a better education along rural lines 
and for backyard- and street improve¬ 
ment. and the general betterment of 
the village and town la rapidly in¬ 
creasing. 

As an instance of tills, even in such 
a large city as St Louis* girls and 
boys are given practical Instruction in 
gardening, through the Junior School 
of Horticulture of the Missouri 
Botanical Gardens. The children are 
permitted to sell their own products— 
a decided stimulus to their e—oris 
—and in this way miiuy of them earn 
considerable pocket mouey for vacation 
time. This school has been in oper¬ 
ation for a numtier of years and Is of 
great vnlue to the citizens as well as 
to the children of the city, the latter 
of whom would otherwise know practi¬ 
cally nothing of nature as country 
children know it

Model Dairy Farm. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
recently published a bulletin contain¬ 
ing suggestions for constructing a 
model dairy barn.

until the stalk has grown so heavy as 
to fall upon the ground, then cease. 

For heavy yields It Is essential that 
strong land or heavy fertilization be 
used. While It Is true that on many 
of the soils to the Middle States a re¬ 
munerative crop may be produced with 
little fertilization. It Is also true tha. 
on nearly all of these soils a liberal 
use of fertilizers will be profitable. 

The tomato plant Is a gross feeder, 
and especially requires an abundant 
supply of potash. Prof. Voorhees, of 
New Jersey, who is authority on such 
subjects, estimates that ten tons of 
fruit with the accompanying vines, 
would contain fifty-seven pounds of 
nitrogen, sixteen pounds of phosphoric 
acid, and ninety-four pounds of potash. 

On many of our clay lands phosphoric 
acid Is relatively low, and the applica¬ 
tion of potash U neede to pro uce the 
most profitable crops. The nitrogen 
supply la more variable, and can often 
be secured by turning under a legumi¬ 
nous crop. On Eastern binds, which 
have been devoted to last year's toma¬ 
toes, nitrate of soda can be used with 
a profit. In the Central States, manu¬ 
facturers of fertilizers have not offered 
goods specially prepared for this vege¬ 
table because of a lack of demand, due 
largely to the Ignorance of same, and 
from lack of knowledge of the require¬ 
ments of the soil But or late both the 
growers and the canners nre asking for 
advice regarding fertilizers to be used 
on tomatoes. A.mlxture that has been 
officially recommended contains: 

Nitrogen .4 per cent 

Phosphoric acid... 7 per cent 

Potash .12 per cent 

using about 500 pounds of this mixture 
per acre. 

Some experiments of early tomatoes 
seem to Indicate that sulphate of 
potash gives them a better quality. 

A properly made tobacco fertilizer Is 
also suited for this crop, and the 
potash to It Is derived from sulphate.
